From the Antwerp Couraar, dated November 27. 
\Toulon, November 10. 


Ince certain Advice came hither of the lofs 
- of Barcelona, feveral Veffels have been 
fent from hence with Ammunition and 
- Corn for Perpignan. And all the Troops 
that are here, at Marfeilles, and at other 
Ports of Languedoc and Provence, are about to 
march thither. The Report runs, rhat the Duke of 
Berwick, who has laid Siege 10 Nice, will (after 
he has taken it,) embark at Antibes with 7o0o Men 
for Rouffillon. The Veffels fent from hence with 
Acillcry and Ammunition for the Duke of Ber- 
wick’s Army, having been driven by contrary Winds 
to the Iflands Hieres, fail’d thence for Villa-franca the 
$th Inftant at Night. 
From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated November 24. 
From the Camp before Nice, November 6. The 
Duke of Berwick arriv’d here the 31ft of laft 
Month. Since that time we have been befieg’d as 
it were in our Camp by the Waters of the Rivers 
thacbave overflowen. The Weather is now grown 
pretty fair: And we hourly expe the Arrival of 
the Veffels, on board which, are the Ammunition 
and Artillery we are to make ufe of in this Siege. 
From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated November 24. 
Fem the Camp before Nice, November 11. The 
Veffels laden with Artillery and Ammunition, which 
we impatiently expected, aré at length arriv’d at 
Villa-franca ; and now we fhall proceed in Form 
with the Siege of the Town and Cattle of Nice. 
We have already begun to raife a Battery of 6 
Picces of Cannon before the Town. and another 
ayainft the Caftle ; the firft will be ready to fire 
tomorrow. We hope to take the Town ina few 
D:ys ; but the Caftle will keep us employ’d longer, 
bing firuate ona Rock tha is fteep on all Gdes, 
and ics Works being undermin’d: Befides, ’tis re- 
ported the Garrifon. is 2000 Men ftrong, and that 
they have 100 Pieces of Cannon and 18 Mortars, 
with great Scores of Aimmunition and’ Provifions. 
Our Army is made up of 15 Battallions ; bur if 
need be we can be reinfore’d by the Troops that 
arein Villa-franca, St, Ofpitio, and Montalban. 
From the Antwerp Courant, dated November 37. 
Villa-franca, November, 11. Our Batteries againft 
the Town of Nice, will be ready to fire the 13th, 
The Enemy appear determin’d to defend that Town 
-and Caftle vigoroufly ; but ‘tis believ’d that baving 
no Hope of Succour they will not wait Extremities. 


Tis reported for certain, that Order is come for © 


tranfporting all the Troops employ’d in this Siege 
{affoon as ’tis ended) to the Frontier of Spain, :and 
that 60 Tranfport-Veffels are expected at Antibes 
for that pnrpofe. 

From the Paris Gazette, dated November 21. 

From the Camp at Annone, O&ober 29, The Duke 
de la Feuillade being on the March with rhe Troops 
to attack Afti, was ftop’d at Gafal, by the great 
Rains and the overflowing of the Po, till the 24th 
Inftant, when he continued his March, and that day 
reach'd Alexandria. From thence he march’d the 


Inftant. 


26th with 23 Squadrons, the Royal Regiment of thé 
Artillery, and 6 Pieces of Cannon, and encamp’d at 
Quatordefco, where he was join’d by 900 Men of 
the Militia of the Montferrat. The 27th he came 
to Annone, which he refolv’d to attack, and the 
fame Day the Count de Goas join’d him with 2 
Regiment of Dragoons, ‘2 Battalions, 100 Grena- 
diers, and 8 Pieces of Cannon. As foon as our 
Troops approach’d the Place, they beat the Enemy 
out of the Village of Annone and from the silin 
Grounds about the Caftle, which was fortified by 
fome Intrenchments. The Duke de la Feuillade 
difpos’d the Troops for the Auack of the Cattle, 
and they forc’d the firft Intrenchment Sword in 
Hand ; but when they were ready to enter the 
fecond, the Marquiffes de Thouy and de Fimmarcon 
were wounded, which oblig’d the Troops to retire, 
after having had 30 Men kill’d or wounded. The 
Duke de la Feuillade would nor expofe them any 
more, but Yefterday in the Morning caus’d 2 Bat- 
teries to be rais’d on the rifing Grounds that Com- 
mand the Caftle, one of 6 the other of 2 Guns, 
which ~— the Enemy to yield themfelves Pri- 
fnners of War. There were of them 207 Soldiers 
and 7 Officers. In the mean time the Count d’ E- 
ftain pafs’d the Po at Chivas the 25th with 30 Bar- 
tallions, as did the Marquis de Rufec the fame Day 
at Crefcentino with 20 Squadrons. He prefentl 
took Poffeffion of Coconato, as did the Count 
Eftain of the Caftle of Cinzano, Rivalba, Berfano, 
Aibognana, Pogliano, and Moncuco. and fo ad- 
vanc'd to Quiers. The Army is to march to Day 
towards Aftj. 

From the Antwerp Courant, dated November 10. 

_ Cafal, November 10. The Duke de Ia Feuillade 
is encamp’d within a Mile and a half of Afti, be. 
tween Aqua Torda and Quartino. The Waggons 
loaded with Ammunition, and the Train of Ar- 
tillery, fent from hence, were forc’d to ftop near 
Gtana, thé Po having made all the little Rivers that 
ruin into it overflow the Conntry, fo that they could 
not pafs further: But the Po having Yefterday fallen 
confiderably, ‘tis hop’d they have proceeded on theic 
March. We hear that the March of the Detach- 


ments-led by Meffieurs d’ Eftain and Ruffec, which 


had order to join the Duke de la Feuillade, has 
been retarded by the Rains and bad Ways ; fo 
that Afti cannot be artack’d till the 17ch or 18th 
The Duke of Savoy has reinforc’d the 
Garrifon to 1400 Men, and is eneamp’d with the 
reft of his Troops at Poverino between Afti and 
Turin having the Rivulet of Gora before him. 
From the Amfterdam Courant, dated November 28. 
Geneva, November 17. A Perfon who is arriv’d 
here from Turia and left that City the roth Inftant 
reports, that the Duke of Savoy having drawn coge- 


‘ther all his regalar and Miliciz Troops had At- 


tack'd the Duke de la Feuillade’s Quarters and bea- 
ten him ; and that his Royal Highnefs had order'd 
publick Rejoycings to be made thereupon: But we 
wait a Confirmation of this News before we give in- 
tire Credit ro ir,
